sensation was created, at Bluffton. by 
a kidnapping case, in which 
Mrs. 


Bmil Kraft, wife of a former Bluffton 
resident and daughter-in-law of K. N. 
Kraft, a well known saloon keeper Of 
that town, was tiie prieeipal partici- 
pant. The victim of the case was 
Mrs. Kraft's own three year old son, 
who had been in the keeping of his 
grand parents at Blufftcn, since her 
separation, some time ago. from her 
husband, who is proprietor of a drug 
store, at Ripley, O. Since the separa- 
tion. Mr. Kraft applied for a divorce 
and his wife has been living with her 
parents at Cleveland. 


This morning, at the hour mention- 


ed. Mrs. Kraft, accompanied by an 
elderly man, who is supposed to be 
her father, drove up in front of the 


K. N. Kraft residence, opposite the 
Bluffton town hall, and springing out 
of the buggy, Mrs. Kraft grabbed the 
little boy. who was in the front yard 
at the time, and quickly placing kirn in 
the buggy, was driven hastily away, 
going in the direction of FfnrUay. <?°o. 
Kraft, an uncle of the child, gave 
chase and overtook the buggy, where- 
upon the elderly man threatened him 
with a revolver, and he returned to 
Bluffton. and secured a weapon, in- 
tending to make another attempt to 
overtake the rig and recover posses- 
sion of the child. In the meantime, 
the marshal of Bluffton notified the 
authorities at Mt. Cory, 
and Mrs. 


Kraft and the elderly man, together 
with the child, were taken into cus- 
tody, there to await the arrival of the 
Bluffton authorities this afternoon.

unconstitutional. 


The statute declared to be incon- 


sistent with the oiiistitutioii of 
the 


l.'nited States was passed 
by 
tn 


state legislature for the express pur- 
pose of protecting from possible fraud 
a person who wished to buy another's 
business. 


The law referred to requires that 


the owner of any stock of merchan- 
dise shall make a statement; to his 
prospective purchaser in winch - 
names and addresses of all the credi- 
tors shall be given, and the amount 
of each debt. 
All books 
and 
in- 


voices must be shown, and all credi- 
tors notified (5f the intended sale five 
days before it t««os p!™co. 


Referee Remington held that the 


law not only worked an injustice to 
the owner of a stock of goods, but de- 
prived persons of the free .use of their 
property without due process of law. 


The question was raised in a vol- 


untary bankruptcy proceeding, which 
was filed in the United States district 
court, last January. The petition was 
filed by P. M. Davis & Co.. grocers, of 
this city. 


Previous to the filing of u»e peti- 


tion F. M. Davis & Co., advertised 
their stock of goods for sale, and it 
was sold 
to 
George 
Williams, of 


Toungstown, O. The stock was pur- 
chased in a lump, and no Invoice wcs 
shown or taken. After the sale was 
consummated, Davis & Co.. paid off 
a few debts and then went into bank- 
ruptcy. 
The stock then passed into 


the hands or a trustee elected by the 
creditors. 
Mr. Williams then began 


lawsuit before Referee Remington 
t? hive the stock of goods delivered 
to Him. Th« question thus raised by 
this demand was whether or not the 
Mle wu null, and TOM tor MteN to 
comply with u« sUt« law.

view the referee declared that the 
sale was bona fide, but that the law 
interferred with one of the fundamen- 
tal rights or property, as it was next 
to an impossibility for any one to 
comply with it. 
"No books may be 


kept, invoices may be lost, and a doz- 
en o!her natural things could enter 
into any sale that would make it illt- 
jca! according to that law," said the 
referee. 


"Furthermore." he added, "the la-v 


makes it impossible for any person 
to dispose ot his stock in a IJUIK. This 
is not only wronq;, but 
inconsistent 


with the rights of individuals to dis- 
pose of their property as they choose. 
The object of the law is to protect the 
purchaser from sharp dealing.
